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FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


The Town of Lempster has been very fortunate not to have 
had any serious fires during the past year. 

There has been four fires, two of these would have been very 
serious if they had not been taken in time. 

The Lempster Fire Department has responded to all of these 
fires, and have been a great help in taking care of them. 

The Town of Lempster should think themselves fortunate to 
have a Fire Department, and one that always responds quickly and 
willingly. 

Your warden has not been in the best of health for the past 
year, and the Deputies have taken charge of the fires that have 
occurred in Town and have handled them in a very efficient manner. 

We hope we do not have any fires in 1936, but shall endeavor 
to look after every detail that may lead up to one for by so doing 
will be better able to control a fire that may start any time or 
anywhere. 

People still insist on kindling fires without first obtaining a 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden which is strictly forbidden 
according to law. 


Herewith included is a Synopsis of Forest Fire Permit Laws: 
SYNOPSIS OF FOREST FIRE PERMIT LAW 


No person shall kindle a fire or burn any material in or 
without permission from the owner, agent or caretaker thereof. 

No person sholl kindle a fire or burn any material in or 
near woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste or cut over 
lands, except when the ground is covered with snow, without 
the written permission of the Forest Fire Warden or the 
presence of the warden or person designated to superintend 
such burning. 


Any person, firm or corporation causing or kindling a 
fire without a permit, when a permit is required, and also any 
person, by whose negligence or the negligence of his agents 
any fires shall be caused, is liable to the town for all expenses 
incurred in attending or extinguishing such fire. 

When permission has been obtained from the land pwner 
camp or cooking fires may be kindled without permission of 
the Forest Fire Warden (unless such permission is required 
by city or town) at suitable times and in suitable places where 
they will not endanger woodlands. Upon failure to totally 
extinguish such fires the parties responsible are subject to the 
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same liabilities and penalties as are prescribed for other fires. 


Penalty for kindling a fire without a permit, $200, or 
imprisonment not more than thirty days. 


Penalty for kindling a fire willfully, or in a careless or 
imprudent manner, $500, or imprisonment not more than one 
year. 

I think it would be most fitting at this time to mention the 
death of Deputy Arthur K. Hodgman who passed away one year 
ago. Mr. Hodgman had been a Deputy for many years, and was 
in charge of Mountain District so called. He always looked after 
that district in a most satisfactory manner. Mr. Hodgman took 
great interest in his Deputy work and was always on the job. Mr. 
Hodgman was seventy odd years of age, but still active in his daily 
duties. Age moves us all down the line together and some fall out 
sooner than others. So let us pause just for one moment and think 
of Arthur as we used to see him.

To the Lempster School Board: 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as your superintendent 
of schools. 


Again Lempster is fortunate in having no change in its 
teachers. Miss Frances Clark has organized well the work of the 
upper grades and developed in the pupils ability in originality 
and expression that will be of help to them through life. Miss 
Susie Benway has taught the pupils of the lower grades to read 
with understanding which is the real work of those grades. 


Transportation problems are often misunderstood. The 
district may transport any pupils that they wish to transport, but 
the state will not approve the transportation of pupils who live 
within two miles of the school that they attend. The state ‘e- 
imburses the district for the transportation that they approve. 
Therefore the district officials do not care to hire transportation 
for pupils within two miles of their schools unless the district in- 
structs them to do so and raises a special fund to pay for same. 
Often those hired to transport pupils carry pupils who live within 
two miles of their school, but that is done only to be neighborly 
and kind—not because they are hired to transport them. A pupil 
may be required to walk one mile to meet a bus and there is :10 
law to prevent a pupil walking a little further at their own free 
will to stop in a more sheltered place. The committee as far as 
possible does not ask pupils to meet buses far from shelter. A 
pupil may be required to walk one and one-half miles to meet a 
state established bus. Such a bus must be approved by the state 
as to heat, etc., and shelter must be provided at the. meeting 
places.
